LAB Landfill Order 
Facing Challenge 


The Local Authorities 
Board order, awarding the 
Town of St, Albert authority 
to proceed with plans to 
establish a sanitary landfill 
operation about one mile 
south of here, is being chall- 
enged by the owners of pro= 
perty in the area along with 
Golden West Gelf and 
Country Club proprietors, 

In an interview with Mr, 
Walter Kuhn, one of the ow= 
ners of the golf course lo« 
cated south of St. Albert and 
running adjacent to the pro= 
posed sanitary landfill site 
said that in his opinion the 
public hearing held here last 
June 21 was “highly irre. 
gular and the LAB’s decis« 
ion unsatisfactory,” 


Mr, Kuhn told The Gazette 
that he and concerned per- 
sons whose land lies adja- 
cent tothe proposed sanitary 
landfill site have visited 
other similar operations in 


the province, “and we've 
found them to be messy, 
smelly and a real threat to 
any community, ’’ 


**Just let the people of St, 
Albert visit sanitary lande 
fill sites in Edmonton and 
Calgary,’’ Mr, Kuhn sugge 
ested, ‘‘and they’ll soon see 
the tons of paper flying 
around, vermin crawling all 
over the place and the stench 
evolving from such an op- 
eration,’’ 


Mr, Kuhn said that he and 
his colleagues will fight the 
LAB order with all their 
resources, ‘‘because,’’ he 
said, “if the garbage dump 
goes in, we're finished as 
a business, ’’

ced later,

We have no Sunday or 
holiday service, and the bus 
company is proposing to re= 
duce the number’ ofSaturday 
trips. A three-hour gap in 
service in the evenings is 
ridiculous,

Economic Policy’ Termed Disastrous 


Hon, Marcel Lambert, M. P.

It does not seem possible 
that any government would 
be foolish enough to cone 
tinue to pursue a policy of 
economic management 
which has not only proved 
to be wrong, but disastrous 
in its effects, 

Yet, indications are very 
strong that this ‘is exactly 
what the Trudeu government 
is doing, 

Finance Minister John 
Turner says that he iscome 
mitted to full employment, 
But the Bank of Canada's 
latest annual report adds to 
the growing evidence that 
the Trudeau government will 
continue its cruel practice 
of deliberately creating une 
employment as a means of 
combatting inflation - asim- 
plistic and old-fashioned 
trade-off approach which is 
neither relevant nor humane 
in the context of today’s soe 
ciety. 

The point is, thatthe True 
deau government's econoe 


mic policies, however well 
intentioned, are not working. 
In fact, they have failed 
dismally. 

Before the Trudeau gov- 
ernment took office, cone 
sumer prices in Canada 
were increasing by about 
4.1 per cent per year, Over 
the past five years, con- 
sumer prices in Canada have 
increased approximately 
21,1 per cent, 

Before the Trudeau gov- 
ernment assumed power, 
Canada’s unemployment 
rate was about 4,8 per cent, 
By 1972, it had risen to 6,2 
per cent, 

So, inflation has not been 
curbed, Unemployment has 
been created and has re- 
mained at almost unbearable 
levels,

tive Members of Parlia- 
ment, during the budget de- 
bate, offered a number of 
alternatives to the governe 
ment to force a solution to 
the problems of unemploy= 
ment and inflation,

narrow, some form of warn 
ing to guide traffic is re- 
quired for night time driv~ 


of is therefore recomm- 
ended that Scotchlite’’ wide 
angle reflective material in 
either sliver or red be app= 
lied to the front of the struc- 
ture on both sides of the 
river, and also at intervals 
on each side of the bridge 
structure so that traffic will 
have a lighted path to foll- 
ow, It is further recommene- 
ded that a sign in yellow 
“Seotchlite’’ with black lett- 
ering be placed at both app=

SCHOOL BUSES 


It is our understanding 
that there is no bylaw at 
present governing traffic in 
conjunction with school bus 
es operating within the Core 
porate limits of the Town of 
St, Albert.

crosses, but until now none of 
the reports have ever been 
substantiated.

In view of the indisputable 
evidence that coyotes and 
dogs do mate, he suggests 
that in areas where coyotes 
are a problem, dog owners 
keep their male dogs con- 


fined to the premises during 
February, which is the 
coyote breeding season. 


He also points out that 
coyote-dog crosses are more 
difficult to deal with that 
coyotes. They have the size 
and strength of a dog com- 
bined with the cleverness of a 
coyote. They rarely allow 
themselves to be seen, and, 
being half dog, they are more 
daring than the average 
coyote.

**Hippity hop, Easter's on 
its way.'’ Only a couple of 
weeks and Mr, Péter Rabbit 
will be hopping around 
again, He'll be leaving all 
kinds of sweet stuff but on 
our tables could be the sight 
of a nicely glazed ham, 

Hem is popular today not 
only at Easter but all year 
round, It’s so popular in 
fact, that you can find ale 
most any kind and size of 
ham to suit your specific 
needs, 

Ham is the name given 
to the hind leg of the hog 
after it's cured and smoked 
It may be sold whole or cut 
in half, or even quartered, 
Slices may be cut out of the 
centre and sold as ham slic- 
es or ham steaks, The shank 
half (the lower part) of the 
ham has a smaller propor- 
tion of meat to bone than 
the butt half (the upper part) 
and thus will likely cost 
less per pound, 

Each processor has its 
own formula for curing and 
smoking, so hams do vary 
in flavor, Most hams are 
fully cooked by the proces- 
sor, but some require fur- 
ther cooking before serve 
ing. It is important that you 
read and follow the direct- 
ions on the label, 

A ham marked ‘‘ready- 
to-serve’’ or ‘Fully Cooke 
ed’'’ can be served hot or 
cold. If you so desire, you 
can heat the ham in a 325 
F, oven until the internal 
temperature reads 130 F,

This takes about 10 = 15

Other hams may be label- 
led ‘‘cook and serve’’ or

Chem Program

The Agricultural Service 
Board of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Sturgeon will have a 
chemical program again this 


year, 
All wild oat and weed che= 
micals will be available 


under this program, 

The program will operate 
the same as last year's pro= 
gram, with Municipal parti- 
cipation at 25 per cent of 
$500 worth of chemical, 

All ratepayers participate 
ing in the program will have 
to verify their acreage by 
presenting their 1973 per- 
mit book, or signing a form 
verifying their acreage 
which will be checked 
against their 1973 permit 
book, 

Some chemicals could be 
in short supply and will be 
sold on a first come first 
serve basis as long as supp= 
lies last, 


Fertilizer rates & crop yields 


Revissued from the District Agriculturist’s office, 

Hew big an increase in crop yields can be obtained 
from increasing fertilizer rates? This is a question 
many farmers will be asking themselves this year as 
they gear up their crop production to meet expanding 
markets, 

It is easy to estimate the increase in production that 
will be obtained from increasing the number of seeded 
acres, but it is not so easy to estimate it on the basis 
of higher fertilizer rates, 

The Alberta Department of Agriculture’s soil fertility 
specialist, Doug Penny, gives the following general guide- 
lines for barley and rapeseed, These guidelines are based 
on the results obtained from approximately 50 field ex- 
periments conducted by soil researchers during 1971 and 
1972, Most of the trials were carried out inthe area 
extending from Calgary in the south to the Peace River 
region in the north,

Mr, Penny says the above yields are averages obtained 
under a wide range of conditions, He points out that while 


such things as drought, weeds and adverse soil conditions 
will lower them, good growing conditions will increase 
them, 

He: also advises farmers in the brown, dark brown and 
to a lesser extent in the thin black soil zones to check 
their soil moisture reserves before seeding and fertiliz- 
ing their stubble land. 

In addition to lack of available soil nitrogen, lack of 
available moisture can often be a limiting factor to crop 


- production on stubble land in these areas, 


According to Mr. Penny, results obtained from the 
study on which the above tables are based showed that on 


- a relative basis, barley and rapeseed responses to 


nitrogen were similar, Y'elds from barley and rapeseed 
were doubled on low nitrogen soils when 90 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre were applied, Hcwever, rapeseed at $3 
per bushel gives a somewhat higher return per dollar 
invested in nitrogen fertilizer than barley at $1 per 
bushel, 

At lower application rates 15 and 30 lbs./acre of 
phosphate), rapeseed gave as good or better returns 
than barley, but on soils with low to medium available 
phosphorus, barley responded better than rapeseed 
to higher rates of phosphate fertilizer, 

Mr, Penny stresses that the above results are inten- 
ded only as a general guide to what can be expected 
from various fertilizer rates, He strongly advises far- 
mers to have their soil tested before deciding ona 
particular rate, If this is not possible, they should be 
guided by the general recommendations in the publica- 
tion ‘‘Guide to Ferlizer Use,’’ available from all dis- 
trict agriculturists, Soil test results or these general 
recommendations, plus a farmer’s past experience with 
a field, should be the basis on which fertilizer rate 
decisions are made, However, these rates may be ad- 
justed on the basis of the above information when ad- 
justments appear to be desirable, 

Soil sampling kits and detailed information on how to 
take a representative soil sample can be obtained from 
all district agriculturists’ offices, The cost of a regular 
soil analysis is $2.00, The samples should be sent to the 
Soil and Feed Testing Laboratory, O, S, Longman Build-

Golden Years At Gala Birthday Party 


How can I commence to 
thank you all adequately, 
for your presence here to= 
day, I cannot find words to 
voice my appreciation for 
your long travel, and trae 
vail, which it has taken to 
bring each of us together in 
this glorious company, 

For me it is a great 
honor to be before such a 
distinguished company to be 
able to call you all my 
friends, I want to say a few 
words relative to this, for 
me, great occasion, But I 
am up against the difficulty 
in writing about infancy to 
the centennial of covering 
100 years and compress it 
into a talk of 10 minutes 
duration, I must just pick 
the highlights, 

I was born quite young, 
Until 18 years of age I 
lived in England, I came 
to Canada to Calgary to be 
exact in July 1891 and was 
a ranch pupil at Elbow Park 
Ranch which {s now thecene 
tre of the city of Calgary, 
the buildings were in the 
vicinity of what is now Glene 
bow Dam, The Ranch was 
managed by R, G, Robinson 
but was owned by his brothe 
er, a business. associate in 
England of my father. I had 
suffered from frequent 
headaches during boyhood, 
and my father thought the 
change of life might be bene 
ficial, 

It was home, and after a 
short period of time, I found 
that the pupil had become a 


, full fledged chore boy, but I 
~ enjoyed every minute of my 


work, It was at this time I 
met John Ware who was born 
a slave and he assisted in 
driving a large bunch of 
cattle. A most interesting 
character, our meeting was 
quite informal, I slept inthe 
bunk house of the Ranch and 
woke one morning to find 
John sleeping beside me, 
He was a wonderful rider 
and bronco buster that’s 
what brought him to our 
ranch, he was doing his job 
-~ If you want to know more 
about John Ware read the 
book written by Mr, Grant 
MacEwan as he was known 
in the early days. 

I ended my career at the 


M. D. of 


ranch by going with my boss, 
R, G, Robinson, with a train 
load of cattle to Victoria, 
B,C, that is a story in ite 
self, but not for now, I found 
out that the far west was no 
place for me to start up 
with only a small capital 
so I returned to Alberta, at 
that time it was all ranche 
ing, little farming in the 
south so I bid goodbye to 
Calgary and headed for Ede 
monton by railroad, cross- 
ed the Saskatchewan on the 
ferry, there was no bridge 
at that time, and I stayed 
at the Athabasca Hotel, run 
by Jim Gibbons, Met two 
congenial fellow guests Jim 
and Gabriel Reid who took 
me out to their farm on the 
Sturgeon River and from 
there took me to look for 
a homestead, First day out 
we found the one, on which 
I .lived for 75 years, the 
house is now occupied by 
my granddaughter Donna and 
husband ~and their family, 

I'm away ahead of my 
story, I proceeded to live 
on my homestead and felt 
that I was monarch of all 
I surveyed, My two brothe 
ers Mark and Archie joined 
me and took up adjacent 
land the following year. We 
all lived together. 

Time jogged along and 
the years passed, In 1897 
I took a trip home to Enge 
land and despite discome 
forts, black flies, bulldogs 
and mosquitoes of the west 
and the comfort of a good 
home, I was quite prepared 
and looked forward to 
returning to the West. 

More settlers were arrive 
ing, we had to think of our 
souls. We organized oursele 
ves into a Parish as there 
was no Diocese of Edmone 
ton at that time, We were in 
the Diocese of Calgary with 
Rt. Rev, Bishop Pinkham in 
charge. This lasted until 
1913 when. Rev, Allen Gray 
a one time cowboy was the 
first Bishop of Edmonton, 
elected in 1913, 

I am away ahead again, 
in 1905 I was married to 
Frances Elizabeth Close, 
She was 16 coming on 17, 
I was 32, I told her I would 
look after her, we lived toe

The Municipal District of 
Sturgeon Council last week, 
at its regular monthly meet- 
ing discussed, along with 
other timely topics, several 
drainage schemes designed 
to alleviate flooding within 
the MD, 

Manawan District repree 
sentatives attended the 
meeting to submit three pro- 
posals which would improve 
drainage in the Manawan 
Lake area, The said pros 
posals had been prepared 
by the Provincial Depart. 
ment of Water Resources, 
After serious consideration 
of all three plans, the MD 
Council approved Proposal 
No. 1 briefly described as 
follows; That the MD leave 
the structure on the outlet 
of Manawan Lake as is and 
not make channel improvee 
ments downstream from the 
lake, This proposal will re- 
sult in the Water Resources 
Division acquiring approxi- 
mately 1,276 acres of land 
in the Manawan Lake area 
at no cost to the district, 

Another  flood-control 
proposal was accepted by 
the MD council, this one is 
known as the Snider Flood 
Control Scheme and deals 
specifically with Sections 
12=57-24-4 and 6-57-23-4, 
The flooding situation inthis 
area not only affects farm- 
land but municipal roads and 
it was in view of this annual 
damage that council agreed 
to participate in the proe 
gram, The terms covering 
the cost of $6,720 for ditche 
ing will be borne 50 per cent 
by the Water Resources Di- 
vision, 25 per cent by the 
farmers of the locality and 
25 per cent by the Munici- 
pal District, The MD expects 
prepayment of the farmer’s 
share as computed by the 
committee appointed by 
council,
